LETTER FKOK TEXAS. 


DALLAS, TEXAS, April 80, 1876. 


MB. EDITOR— Sir: As many of my 


friends of Macon count; would likely be 
glad to hear from J. G-. Barnes, and also 
his neir home in Texas, I will write a 
short letter, that they may know my 
sentiments in regard to tthis State. True, 
I have been here not quite two months, 
and haven't had the time nor opportuni- 
ty to look at the country that I would 
have liked to have, but as it is, I have 
traveled over Dallas, Denton, Wise and 
Tarrant counties, and of the four I pre- 
fer Denton county. The land is a dark, 
sandy soil, and is claimed to produce 
well, and from the present growing crops 
no person could doubt its productive- 
ness. At present wheat and oats are 
headed, and harvest will be hero in two 
or three weeks 
The farmers here think 


their wheat a little hurt by the rust, but 
it looks very promising to me, corn also 
looks splendid. On leaving Macon county 
I brought my own seed-corn to Texas, 
and planted it the first or second week 
of April, and to-day is the 30th, ,'and 
I measured a stalk of tny corn that was 
34 inches high. (Beat it Macon county, 
if you can.) Now I say to all my friends 
that I am well satisfied with my change 
— am glad to think I am out of the mud' 
and cold, which I suppose you still6 


have there. Since my arrival here the 
weather has been very mild, and the 
roads splendid. In riding over the four 
counties mentioned above, I met many 
friends, and all were very sociable and 
ready to give all information in £b,eir 
power in regard to prices of land, which 
range as follows

from $1.50 to $3 00, improved 'farms, 
from $10 00 to $35 00 pur acre. So, why 
stay in Macon county ' Come to Texas, 
where the land is cheap and plenty of 
good range.
